If he is ac- 
quainted likewiſe with the hiſtory of our ſtage, he 
muſt have remarked, that it was no unfrequent practice 
among our poets, eſpecially during the laſt part of the for- 
mer century; firſt to borrow very freely from our neigh- 
bours. on the continent; and then, in their prefaces, to 
boaſt how much they had excelled their benefactors. But 
ſurely the practice is too unfair to be juſtified, and too il- 
liberal to be copied.
